A source of very considerable pioflt to 


our farmers during recent years has been 
their hay crop, of which they have been 
selling m fairly large quantities and at 
good prices 
Much of our laud 13 well 


adapted to growing grass and hay has 
come to be looked upon 
J many as a 


product of cash value. 


Unfortunately the yield this year will 


be small. The timoth} may recover 
somewhat if copious rams come soon, 
but the clover, too short in manj fields 
almost to cut, will tuin out poorly, and 
we understand that some farmers are al 
ready making it so as to save what they 
can before the stalks die on the ground 
The loss to our people on this account 
will be very large 


The corn, we are informed from van- 


ons parts of the county, has come up 
regularly and is still green, though grow 
ing "very slowly 
It has not suffered 


much from the drought 
The oats is 


quite short, but is of good color and 
would oe much benefltted by iim 
Wheat and rye generally piomise but 
reasonable yields 


Altogether, therefore, the outlook for 


our farmers is not as bright as It might 
be, except m so far as the high prices of 
faic products may benefit them 
Ihose 


vvl c will have live stock for tbe market 
in the near future can realue the same 
good figures as those recently obta ned , 
authonties statmg that these prices will 
continue for some months to come 
But 


unfortunately grass and hay are essential

THE CANADA THISTLE. 


METHODS FOR 
ERADICATING THIS MOST 


PERSISTENT OF WEEDS. 


An enemy which is dreaded more than 


the 17-year locust is the Canada thistle, 
•which does more injury every year to 
latins in this country than mauy other 
causes to which greater attention is 
Riven. It spreads slowly apparently, but 
it sooner or later takes full possession of 
the land, and unless eradicated the en- 
tire farm becomes worthless. The heav 
Ser seeds, which are carried by winds, 
will germinate, but its progress is by 
Sneana of long white root stocks, which 
Rre proof against disease and seasons. It 
ia claimed that a piece of root, if left 
in the soil, will grow from six to ten feat 
in a season, and from each small piece na 
many as SO heads will grow. The best 
season for beginning the war on thistles 
is June. Plow the land and then plow 
again every few weeks until well into the 
fall, the object being to destroy the 
young growth as fast as It appears, as 
any plant must succumb if deprived of 
forming leaves.as plants breathe through 
the agency of the leaves. Another plan 
is to allow them to grow until the plants 
are just high enough to mow and then 
run the mower over the field, repeating 
the work us fast as the plants appear. 


As the farmer may prefer to utilize 


the land he can plow the land and plant 
it to potatoes. If he will then give the 
potato crop frequent cultivation he will 
destroy many of the thistles and the po- 
tatoes will pay for the labor. It may not 
be possible to subdue the thistles the first 
year, but if the work is well done the 
thistles may be completely destroyed the 
second year, when the ground should be 
plowed In the spring and a crop of early 
cabbages grown, removing the cabbage 
crop and broadcasting the land, after 
plowing and harrowing, with Hungarian 
grass seed. As the Hungarian grass 
grows rapidly and may be mowed once a 
month it gives the thistles but little 
chance, while the previous cultivation of 
cabbage crop will have greatly reduced 
the thistles in number. The point is to 
keep the thistles cut down from July to 
frost, after which they will be under con- 
trol. 


The roadside must also be carefully at- 


tended to, for it is on the uncultivated 
roadside that weeds are neglected and 
hence are protected. Neighbors should 
also worfe harmoniously in the destruc- 
tion of weeds, as frequently some negli- 
gent farmer injures the entire commu- 
nity by producing the seeds of weeds 
which are carried by the winds over a 
large area. Weeds may also be carried 
long distances on the tops of railroad 
cars or by water ; in fact, there are so 
many modes of distribution that it is &!• 
raost impossible for any farmer to escape 
the nuisance of weeds, but all farmers 
can prevent their spread and in protect- 
ing his neighbor he also protects himself. 
The Canada thistle is not so great a 
nuisance as many suppose if farmers will 
determine to combat its spread. 


The ordinary kerosene emulsion which 


is used in spraying trees !s also excellent 
for destroying lice on csttle. The an: 
mals may be sprayed in the same manner 
HS with trees, which is to supply a lice 
spray. Several applications are necessary 
to destroy lice hatched later. The emul- 
sion is also excellent for ridding poultry 
houses of lice. 


There are several varieties of clover, 


some better adapted to certain soils than 
others. 
Alsike clover produces seed 


from the first crop, while red clover pro- 
duces seed the second crop only. The 
alsike is fertilized by the honey bee and 
the red variety of the bumblebee. The 
latter is being exported to some coun- 
tries where clover has not heretofore 
nourished, in order to fertilize the bios- 
soms. 


Au excellent mode of marking tools ia 


In clean the place to be marked, cover 
with a thin layer of beeswax, mark the 
name in the wax with a sharp instru- 
ment, and cutting tnrough to the ironoi 
steel. Then fill the lines marked with 
jiitiic acid, allowing it to stand as long 
as desired, washing it off with water. 
The edges of the wax may be raised to 
form a basin and the acid poured into 
the basin, as it will then go down to the 
metal through the lines marked1. 


While the dandelion is regarded as a 


weed iu this country it is considered a 
valuable article of focil in Europe, beiug 
cultivated. It will do no harm iu pas- 
tures, as cows are fond of it, and as it is 
a hardy plant it i;an thrive where some 
grasses will not grow. It is better to 
have even a crop of dandelions than poor 
grass or ordinary weeds. 


The use of both Paris green and Lon- 


don purple will be of advantage iu spray- 
ing mixtures, Paris green being sus- 
pended in water, while London purple is 
soluble. Much of the Paris green on the 
market is adulterated, for which reason 
it should be procured of reliable ptirtiea 
ouiy. It is best to spray as soon as inju- 
rious insecta are noticed, and not permit 
them to have time to inflict damage.
